West Camp to honour 
Sir Winston Churchill 


PART of the huge St 
Athan Ministry of 
Defence site may be re¬ 
named in honour of Sir 
Winston Churchill. 

Brigadier AJS Storrie has writ¬ 
ten from the MoD in London to 
Llantwit Mayor Conn Russell 
Downe, asking for his comments. 

Brigadier Storrie said that West 
Camp at St Athan had been devel¬ 
oped as a separate base for the 1st 
Battalion of the Parachute 
Regiment, and was distinct from, 
and stands outside, the area occu¬ 
pied by the Defence Technical 
College (DTC) development 
planned for the remainder of the 
site. 


He said that in order to ensure 
that the distinction was clear, it 
was proposed to rename West 
Camp ‘Churchill Lines’. 

He said: “This name has been 
chosen to recognise and com¬ 
memorate Churchill’s role in the 
history of the Parachute Regiment 
and the other force elements with¬ 
in West Camp. 

“Internally, it will make clear 
that Churchill Lines sits distinct 
from the remainder of the DTC.” 

Brigadier Storrie said that there 
would be minimal impact on the 
local community, and little exter¬ 
nal change as road signs would 
still read MoD St Athan. 

But he said in view of the long- 
established links between the 


camp and the community, he was 
writing to a number of leading 
figures to explain the proposal 
and seek their views. 

Conn Downe said that he was 
supporting the proposal; “I have 
always been a great admirer of Sir 
Winston Churchill and the way he 
saved this country from the Nazis 
during the war. 

“It is fitting that his name is 
used as part of the camp.” 

Coun Downe said that 
although the letter had been sent 
to him as mayor, he would be 
placing it on the agenda for the 
next town council meeting, so 
that all councillors could express 
their views. 


Holiday park proposal could 
transform former Butlins site 


NELL’S POINT, the 
headland on Barry 
Island which over¬ 
looks the Bristol 
Channel, may 
become the site of a 
static caravan park 
with a leisure club 
and watersports 
centre. 

If accepted by the 
Vale Council, the devel¬ 
opment would take 
place on the former 
Butlin’s site and, it is 
hoped, provide a new 
stimulus to the Island’s 
tourism industry. 

The site was last used 
as a holiday camp in 
1996. 

Consultants 
Humberts Leisure have 
carried out a market 
analysis for the Vale 
Council and are con¬ 
vinced there is potential 
in such a development. 

In their recommenda¬ 
tions to the council, 
they say: “Clearly there 
is a definite leisure and 
tourism development 
opportunity of some 
form at the former 
Butlin’s site. 

“Having considered a 
number of realistic 
development options, 
we feel that, in com¬ 
mercial terms, the 
development of a static 
caravan holiday park 
with supporting leisure 
club, bar, shop and 
watersports centre 
would be the strongest 
use to bring on the mar¬ 
ket.” 

The consultants point 
out that if that use is 
deemed unsuitable in 
planning or regenera¬ 
tion terms, then there 
are alternatives.

Residents packed pavements and bridges to 
cheer and applaud the Battalion and its band as 
they marched through the streets, continuing 
their series of homecoming marches through 
Wales’s towns and cities.

‘Doorstep 
crime’ expert 
offers advice 


CARERS in 
Bridgend County 
Borough were 
asked to help in the 
fight to tackle 
doorstep crime at 
an event held in 
Bridgend. 

More than 40 carers 
attended the event, 
which was organised 
jointly by Bridgend 
Trading Standards and 
South Wales Police. 

Doorstep crime expert 
and former West 
Yorkshire Detective 
Chief Superintendent 
Brian Steele addressed 
the audience, explaining 
the vital role they can 
play in bringing crimi¬ 
nals to justice. By being 
alert to the signs of 
doorstep crime and 
learning tips to keep res¬ 
idents safe, carers are 
perfectly placed to help 
vulnerable people to stay 
safe. 

Brian Steele said: “To 
see so many people turn 
up to this event and 
show their commitment 
to catching these ruthless 
criminals is very encour¬ 
aging. Make no mistake, 
we are not dealing with 
‘cowboys’ here; these 
are professional crimi¬ 
nals and we must do all 
we can to bring them to 
justice and raise aware¬ 
ness of this type of 
crime.” 

Doorstep crime can 
affect anyone, but often 
it’s older, vulnerable or 
socially excluded people 
who are targeted by 
rogue traders, bogus 
callers and distraction 
burglars. 

Victims are often too 
embarrassed to say what 
has happened to them, 
making it one of the 
most under-reported 
areas of crime. An esti¬ 


mated nine out of 10 
cases will never reach 
police or trading stan¬ 
dards. 

The BCBC deputy 
leader, Coun David 
Sage, said: “We can all 
play our part by looking 
out for our neighbours, 
especially if they are 
vulnerable. 

“We also need people 
to tell the police or trad¬ 
ing standards officers 
here at the council if 
they think they have 
been targeted.” 

Tips that could pre¬ 
vent the person you care 
for from becoming a vic¬ 
tim: 

• Use the ‘if in doubt 
- keep them out’ mes¬ 
sage. You do not have 
to open your door and 
it’s not rude to ask 
someone to leave; 

• Keep doors locked 
and use precautions such 
as a door bar, door chain 
and spy hole; 

• Keep gardens and 
the outside of the prop¬ 
erty tidy. Rogues will 
often target homes that 
look poorly maintained; 

• Encourage the safe 
storage of money, credit 
cards, cheque books, 
savings books and other 
valuables; 

• Always ask if any¬ 
thing unusual has hap¬ 
pened or whether anyone 
has called uninvited; 

• Where crime is sus¬ 
pected, don’t handle fly¬ 
ers, bills, tools or any¬ 
thing else left behind 
and don’t be tempted to 
tidy up any mess as all 
of these things can hold 
useful information about 
the identity of the 
doorstep criminal; 

• NEVER engage 
with a trader who has 
simply ‘cold called’ at 
the property.

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Former nurse wins appeal 

BARRY MAN 
CLEARED OF 
VOYEURISM

A FORMER nurse 
has had his appeal 
against a conviction 
for voyeurism 
allowed at Cardiff 
Crown Court.

No complaint was 
made at the time, but the 
manager was later 
informed and the police 
were contacted. 

Doulli said it didn’t 
happen, and he denied 
ever looking beneath the 


partition. He said the girl 
was wrong in her recol¬ 
lection. 

The Recorder said 
Doulu was six foot two 
and of medium build and 
any adult intent on 
“peeping” would not 
have been able to contort 
himself. 

Said the Recorder: 
“There is doubt about the 
girl’s account of what 
happened.” 

She claimed that she 
saw his hand and a knee 
and a small part of his 
face. 

She also said, the 
Recorder stated, that the 
next door cubicle had 
been closed but not 
locked. 

The Recorder said that 
before embarking on 
such a course of conduct, 
Doulli would have 
locked the door. 

Doulli said he had 
been in the cubicle to 
change in private and 
because he was a 
Muslim, to preserve his 
modesty. 

He said after the case: 
“It has been a terrible 
time for my wife and 
myself with some very 
serious repercussions, 
including the loss of my 
job. 

“We are very pleased 
the appeal has been 
allowed.”

POLICE in the Vale 
are warning dog 
owners to make 
sure their animals 
can’t get out and 
roam the country¬ 
side unattended. 

The warning follows 
the report of a young 
lamb being killed on 
farmland at Ogmore by 


Sea by dogs which had 
been let off their lead by 
the owner. 

Vale Neighbourhood 
Police officer, PC Robin 
Mellor, said: “There have 
been a number of recent 
instances of dogs worry¬ 
ing sheep in the area. 

“This tragic case high¬ 
lights how important it is 
to make sure your dog is 
kept under control.

The chairman of Pride 
in Barry, Mr Paul Haley, 
said: “The consultants 
have put forward a range 
of options that are all 
quite interesting, 

although I believe a 
watersports facility 
would be better located 
in the dock or old har¬ 
bour by the water, rather 
than on the slope of 
Nell’s Point.” 

But Mr Haley was 
keen to emphasise the 
need for a body to coor¬ 
dinate any proposals that 
get the go-ahead in 
Barry. 

He explained: “We 
need an ‘over-arching’ 


organisation which will 
take care to integrate the 
different schemes pro¬ 
posed in the town. In the 
past that role was ful¬ 
filled by the WDA.” 

The Barry 

Regeneration Board 
could be a vehicle for 
that task, but Mr Haley 
said he would like to see 
the Vale Council and 
Pride in Barry, working 
with emerging partners 
such as developers, the 
Vale Heritage Centre 
coalition and the 
Defence Training 
College, on any body 
which might undertake 
overall responsibility for 
local regeneration. 


Please be very careful 
when you are walking 
your dogs in the country, 
or if you live in the coun¬ 
try make sure your gar¬ 
den is secure. 

“The sheep would 
have been terrified and in 
many cases where they 
have been killed by dogs, 
they have been literally 
ripped apart. It is vital 
that people realise just 
what their dogs are capa¬ 
ble of doing if they are 
not properly controlled, 
and that any dog found 
attacking sheep can be 
destroyed.” 

PC Mellor pointed 
out: “While dogs may 
not be aggressive in their 
general nature, dog own¬ 
ers need to understand 
that often the dog’s natu¬ 
ral instincts take over in 
these situations. Not 
only does this have a sig¬ 
nificant cost to the 
farmer and cause a great

deal of distress or harm 
to the sheep, there are 
also legal implications. 

“When on any 
enclosed land with sheep, 
all dogs must be on a lead 
or ‘under close control’. 
If you allow your dog to 
worry livestock, you may 
be prosecuted and fined, 
ordered to pay compen¬ 
sation and even have the 
dog destroyed. 

“I would appeal for all 
dog owners to consider 
this and keep your dogs 
on leads and under con¬ 
trol at all times when 
around livestock.” 

With a few exceptions, 
the law allows farmers to 
shoot dogs that are 
threatening livestock. If a 
dog worries livestock, 
then the dog’s owner or 
the person responsible 
for it at the time is guilty 
of an offence under the 
Dogs (Protection of 
Livestock) Act 1953 and 
may be sued for compen¬ 
sation by the farmer. 

PC Mellor added: 
“The emotional stress for 
the farmer is consider¬ 
able and in-lamb ewes 
will often abort their 
lambs when worried by 
dogs. Owners have a 
responsibility to keep 
their dogs under control 
- when unsupervised, the 
friendly family pet can 
easily turn wolf and 
cause untold damage.”

RSPCA over mystery 
of the missing cats... 


A pet lover is to con¬ 
tact the RSPCA, fol¬ 
lowing the response 
she had to an appeal 
for local people to 
contact her if they 
were concerned 
about the disap¬ 
pearance of their 
cats. 

Mrs Gail Adams of 
Coldbrook Road East, 
Barry has been mystified 
since her tortoise shell 
cat, Lucy, disappeared 
on March 19. 

Mrs Adams told The 
GEM at the time: “I have

done everything I can 
think of to get her back. 
I’ve spoken to people, 
put out flyers, and placed 
an advert in The GEM, 
which sparked six calls - 
but still there has been no 
joy. 

“My next door neigh¬ 
bour’s cat has also gone 
missing, and I’ve heard 
of others that have disap¬ 
peared locally. 

“I’ve got a strange 
feeling something not 
very nice might be going

ONE of the great 
traditions of a 
British general elec¬ 
tion is that parlia¬ 
mentary candidates 
clash over claims 
made by opponents 
in their campaign 
literature. 

Within the last few 
days, two of the Vale’s 
leading candidates have 
locked horns over the 
contents of a mail drop. 

Alana Davies, 

Labour’s candidate to 
succeed MP John Smith 
in the Vale, accused her 
Conservative opponent, 
Alun Cairns, of “scare- 
mongering” local voters, 
in a mailing which 
claimed that crime and 
anti-social behaviour 
were rising. 

She said that in a let¬ 
ter sent to voters in the 
Vale, Mr Cairns had stat¬ 
ed he was “concerned 
about rising levels of 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour”. 

Ms Davies said Home 
Office figures showed 
that crime had fallen in 
the constituency, and that 
Mr Cairns should imme¬ 
diately apologise to vot¬ 
ers for misleading them. 

She argued: “Alun 
Cairns’ claim is mislead¬ 
ing and inaccurate. 
Crime figures released 
by the Home Office show 
that crime for the year up 
to September 2009 fell in 
the Vale yet again com¬ 
pared to the previous 
year. 

“They show that 
there are 11.4 per cent 
fewer victims of crime, 
house burglaries are 
down by 17.8 per cent 
and violent crime is 
down by 13.7 per cent. 

“Alun Cairns should 
apologise for his bogus 
claim. 

“He should be honest 
with voters here in the 
Vale and confirm that he 


misled them on this 
issue. 

“His misleading and 
inaccurate claim also 
undermines the hard 
work of the Vale police 
force which is among the 
best in detecting and cut¬ 
ting crime.” 

However, Mr Cairns 
told The GEM he stood 
by his claims, and insist¬ 
ed that his figures had 
come from a Welsh 
Assembly website. 

He pointed out: “The 
Welsh Assembly 

Government’s website, 
Statswales, clearly shows 
this rise in anti social 
behaviour. 

“They are official 
recorded crime figures 
and have come from the 
Home Office. I’ll happily 
point the link out to Ms 
Davies. 

“It is clear that the 
shortage of officers and 
resources across the Vale 
are having an impact. 

“When I went out with 
the police some time ago, 
I couldn't believe that on 
one occasion, all officers 
were tied up at the cus¬ 
tody suite because of 
paper work, and there 
was no-one on patrol in 
Barry! This needs to 
change.” 

Mr Cairns’ figures 
indicate increases in 
crime from 2001/02 to 
2008/09: 

Violence against the 
person, 1,238 to 1,661 - 
an increase of 34.17 per 
cent; sexual offences, 
68 to 88 - an increase of 
29.41 per cent; and rob¬ 
bery, 36 to 44 - an 
increase of 22.22 per 
cent. 

Eor voters, the nub of 
this issue seems to be 
whether they regard 
more recent history as 
the best guide of a per¬ 
ceived trend, or a com¬ 
parison over a longer 
period of time. 


RING-FENCED 

Meanwhile, Mr Cairns 
criticised Ms Davies for 
scaremongering by send¬ 
ing out a “misleading and 
inaccurate” leaflet, which 
attacked the 

Conservatives over the 
National Health Service. 

He claimed: “The 
NHS is our number one 
priority and it is com¬ 
pletely untrue to say we 
would cut the amount of 
money available for the 
NHS in Wales. 

“The Conservative 
Party has repeatedly stat¬ 
ed that the budget for the 
NHS will be ring-fenced 
and protected by us in 
government. 

“In any case, health is 
a devolved issue in Wales 
and is completely under 
the control of the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
which is run by Labour 
and Plaid. 

“If there is less money 
for health in Wales after 
May it will be entirely 
down to decisions taken 
by the administration in 
Cardiff Bay.” 

Mr Cairns added that 
the leaflet also referred to 
Conservative plans to 
end free prescriptions. 

“Again, this is nothing 
to do with Westminster 
and is down to the Welsh 
Assembly. It is our policy 
to enhance cancer and 
stroke services, which 
would be funded in 
Wales from a modest 
charge to millionaires 
who currently receive 
free prescriptions. 

“A total of 90 per cent 
of prescriptions would 
remain free. All pension¬ 
ers, benefit claimants, 
young people and those 
with chronic illnesses 
will still get free pre¬ 
scriptions. 

“We have a situation 
now where people are 
being denied life pro¬ 
longing cancer drugs so 


that others can get free 
aspirin!” 

He added: “We believe 
that resources must be 
better targeted so that the 
money goes to where it is 
most needed and where it 
can do the most good.” 

Ms Davies refuted any 
suggestion that she had 
been scaremongering. 

She said: “What I have 
said is that the Tories 
would end free prescrip¬ 
tions and their public 
spending cuts would hit 
the amount of money 
available to assist the 
NHS in Wales - and I 
stand by that statement. 

“Mr Cairns himself 
admits that free prescrip¬ 
tions would no longer be 
available to all, and I 
believe people here in the 
Vale will be dismayed 
with his statement. 

“This is a change that 
would affect communi¬ 
ties across Wales, and 
would cost more in 
administering it. 

“It’s all very well for 
Alun Cairns to say that 
the Conservatives will 
protect the NHS budget. 
Things are different in 
Wales. 

“In cutting public 
spending, the Tories will 
remove money required 
for the NHS in Wales, 
and the administration in 
Cardiff Bay will have 
less to spend on it. It’s as 
simple as that.” 

She added: “Just 
because health is a 
devolved issue, does not 
mean we should forget 
about it. In Wales, we 
created the NHS and it is 
the Labour Party’s great¬ 
est achievement. 

“We saved it after the 
long years of Tory cuts 
and have invested in 
NHS hospitals, medical 
facilities, extra nursing 
staff and consultants 
right across Wales. 

“ Labour will protect it 
- in Wales - as well as 
across the UK.”

This week Mrs Adams 
was keen to update GEM 
readers on the response 
she had received. 

She said: “I’ve had a 
number of emails from 
concerned people, and 
people locally have told 
me they saw the story. 

“It seems that cats dis¬ 
appearing is rife - it is a 
bit frightening and I will 
be contacting the 
RSPCA.” 

Dawn Rose, who runs 
the Sunnyside Cattery in 
Wenvoe, and has carried 
out work for the RSPCA, 
said she believed Mrs 
Adams’ concerns were 
well founded. 

She explained: “The 
number of cats that seem 
to go missing is phenom¬ 
enal. 

“I know of one woman 
who lives in a quiet street 
in Barry where four cats 
have gone missing.” 

Dawn is regularly con¬ 
tacted by anxious cat 
owners who hope their 
pets may have been 
found and handed in to 
her. 

She pointed out: 
“What we are talking 
about is often much¬ 
loved cats who don’t 
wander far because they 
have everything they 
need close to home.” 

Mrs Adams fears that 
something odd is hap¬ 
pening because if a cat is 
run over or killed locally, 
it is likely the owner will 
find out about it - but in 
numerous cases, cats 
seem to have vanished 
without trace. 


One woman who lives 
near Mrs Adams, and 
whose cat disappeared 
just before Christmas, 
emailed her to say: “I too 
have noticed more 
posters up appealing for 
information about their 
missing cats and feel 
there is more to it than 
bad luck.” 

A GEM reader in a 
Vale village wrote of her 
cat: “It seems impossible 
that he could just disap¬ 
pear without a trace and 
without someone know¬ 
ing what happened to 
him.” 

One family contacted 
Mrs Adams to say: “We 
saw the article in The 
GEM regarding missing 
cats and we hope yours 
has returned. 

“ However, our family 
and I have been worried 
about this problem for 
many months now, as we 
have heard of a great 
number of cats that have 
gone missing in the 
Bridgend area. Canton, 
Rhiwbina and in the 
Peterston area, where we 
have seen posters up. 

“We also believe that 
something untoward is 
going on, as whole 
streets are going missing 
at one time. 

“We have been very 
concerned for some time 
now, and we are anxious 
every time our cats go 
out.”

Live bands 
rock in new 
Barry venue 

LIVE music in Barry has taken a 
few knocks lately, with the demise of 
several popular bands and the loss 
of the Sub Club, which has left a 
gap in the music scene. 

On Good Friday that gap was closed. A 
new live music venue and three emerging 
bands, very obviously brimming with talent, 
were unveiled. 

The venue was The Savoy, already estab¬ 
lished as a bastion of rock music of the 
recorded variety, it has dipped its toe into the 
turbulent waters of untamed guitar-fuelled 
live performance. The management seemed 
pleased with the experiment and the good 
news is more events are on the horizon. 

The evening was opened by The Anderson 
Connection (www. my space, com/theander- 
sonconnection). Their music fuses guitars 
and beats, with lyrics ranging from thought¬ 
ful to downright bizarre. 

Shooting the Moon took the reins next; 
they define their sound as “somewhere 
between The Cure and Joy Division without 
the obligatory cloud of depression hanging 
above”. 

Clearly conscious that every detail of their 
music makes a difference, the set was deliv¬ 
ered with aplomb and received enthusiasti¬ 
cally. 

The evening was headlined by Some Kind 
of Leader (SKOL) - featuring Barry’s own 
Matt Blumberg on bass. They set out their 
stall early, opening with ‘Wrong Side’ featur¬ 
ing intense guitar riffs wrapped around some 
funky bass work; it immediately got the 
crowd on side. 

The band are very obviously talented 
musicians, this manifests itself in their confi¬ 
dent stage presence and cleverly-structured 
songs, which provided the perfect platform 
for them to peddle their wares.

A N emergency 
/\ meeting was held

to allow similar blots to 
appear on their land¬ 
scape. 

Controversial opin¬ 
ions were voiced by the 
team who had cycled 
over from Port Talbot. 

They said they 
couldn’t see what all the 
fuss was about as they 
had suffered with this 
kind of thing for years. 

A spokesman for the 
group said: “The best 
you can hope for is that 
the 60’ tower is camou¬ 
flaged. A daffodil won’t 
do; it should be a subtle 
shade of green at the 
bottom and sky blue at 
the top. ’’ 

However, in what can 
only be seen as a major 
U turn by the Transition 
group, it was concluded 
that this could offer a 
major opportunity to 
spread the Transition 
name and that the proj¬ 
ect would be embraced 
wholeheartedly in 
return for publicity. 


The spokesman said: 
“As a group, our aim is 
to instil a sense of com¬ 
munity to Cowbridge 
and use this collective 
enthusiasm to engage 
people in activities that 
will improve the local 
environment, reduce its 
impact on precious 
finite resources and 
generally make the 
town and surrounding 
area a more resilient 
and positive place to 
live. ’’ 

“However, on reflec¬ 
tion, we just thought the 
opportunity to get the 
new Transition logo fly¬ 
ing from the 60’ tower 
was too good to miss. 

“We would encour¬ 
age all interested par¬ 
ties who would like to 
offer sponsorship of the 
60’ tower to come for¬ 
ward. 

“Their names could 
fly alongside the 
Transition logo. ”

Digital switchover is 
now complete in Wales, 
and the vast majority of 
viewers have made the 
change without experi¬ 
encing problems. 

Those who do have 
reception issues can con¬ 
tact Digital UK on 
08456 50 50 50 for ini¬ 
tial advice. 

After that, it may be 
necessary to consult a 
professional aerial engi¬ 
neer, who can assess the 
suitability of the aerial, 
the condition of cabling, 
and so on. 

We recommend look¬ 
ing for a registered digi¬ 
tal installer (RDI) who 
carries the ‘digital tick’ 
logo. If you can’t find an 
RDI locally, look for 
someone with associate 
RDI or CAI plus status - 
or ask your local electri¬ 
cal retailer. 

Wales is by no means 
a guinea pig for digital 
television. Nine out of 
ten households in the 
UK have already gone 
digital, and parts of 
England and Scotland 
have also completed 
switchover. 

However, Wales is 
rightly proud to be the 
first nation to complete 
the process, and 
Freeview has become 
available to almost all 
Welsh viewers as a 
result.

A local councillor 
has expressed frus¬ 
tration that the rail 
shuttle bus service 
from Rhoose village 
train station to 
Cardiff Airport is to 
be axed.

A spokeswoman for 
the airport confirmed last 
week that the service, 
which costs £100,000 a 
year to run, would end on 
May 31. 

She explained: “We 
are disappointed that we 
have to do so as we fully 
support public transport. 
However, as a private 
company it is not viable 
to continue funding the 
service which does not 
affect airport passenger 
numbers. 

“We look to work with 
both the Welsh Assembly 
Government and Vale 
Council on an alternative 
solution. 

“In the mean time 
Cardiff Airport is most 
encouraged by the 
prospect of an increased 
frequency, increased 
quality bus link between 
Cardiff Airport and 
Cardiff city centre. This 
project is being managed 
by the Welsh Assembly 
Government and we 
anticipate this improved 
service will commence in 
autumn 2010.” 

It is that new link 
between Cardiff and the 
airport which Coun 
James, who is the Vale 
cabinet’s member for 
transport, believes may 
have hastened the demise 
of the Rhoose shuttle. 

He pointed out that an 
Assembly consultation 
into improved access to 
the Vale proposed fund¬ 
ing for an improved Five 
Mile Lane, and a bus link 
from the capital to the

airport which, he said, 
would be in competition 
with the railway. 

Coun James argued

the Huntsmans 
Restaurant Mr 
Gavin Davies, a 
local historian and 
expert in First 
World War battles. 

He gave a very inter¬ 
esting talk and presenta¬ 
tion on the Battle of 
Mametz Wood. On July 
7, 1916, seven days into 
the battle of the Somme, 
the men of the 38th 
(Welsh) Division 
(known as Lloyd 
George’s Welsh Army) 
were directed to capture 
the formidable Mametz 


Wood, advancing suici- 
dally uphill over open 
ground against sweep¬ 
ing machine gun and 
intense artillery fire. 

The attacks, ending 
on July 12 in the clear¬ 
ance of the wood, saw 
vicious hand-to-hand 
fighting and innumer¬ 
able acts of courage - 
and more than 4,000 
Welsh deaths and casu¬ 
alties. 

He concluded by 
explaining to the gath¬ 
ered Rotarians that 11 
years ago a memorial 
was erected at Mametz 
in the form of a Welsh 
dragon and that much 
more fundraising is 
required to maintain this 
piece of Welsh history.

New law could 
change way we 
use computers 


CAN anyone read 
your mind? New 
legislation seems to 
think so. 

The Digital Economy 
Bill was given its Th ir d 
Reading by the House of 
Commons in the “Wash 
Up” on April 7. 

The Wash Up is the 
name given to the parlia¬ 
mentary scurry of horse¬ 
trading to complete the 
progress of bills into law 
between the announce¬ 
ment of an election and 
the actual cessation of 
parliamentary business. ] 

The Bill is now com¬ 
plete, except for Royal 
Assent to pass it into law. 

It covers a range of 
matters to do with the 
digital economy. You 
might agree with some 
measures, but they have 
all been passed, in spite 
of many potential prob¬ 
lems that were pointed 
out in the meagre two 
hours allowed for the 
debate. 

It is notable that many 
proposals for improve¬ 
ment were dropped under 
pressure of time. There is 
a vague undertaking to 
look at them further in 
the new parliament, but 
that will be after it has 
become law. 

Much of the time was 
spent on the question of 
copyright. 

Certainly there is a 
problem with the stealing 
dor that is what it is) of 
intellectual property 
{musical composition 
being the most common). 

Under our present 
copyright system, the 
composer or author owns 
the copyright and they 
are going to be deprived 
of royalties if their work 
is pirated. 

The existing law allows 
for redress, but is ineffec¬ 
tive if the copyright 
owner has to sue each 
individual for damages 
for infringement. 

It is essentially unen- 
forcable at that level. 


The bill is intended pri¬ 
marily to catch anyone 
exploiting the infringe¬ 
ment for financial gain. 

There is a problem: the 
offender could be offer¬ 
ing his wares from a web 
site on the other side of 
the globe. (Of course, 
any individual makes a 
financial gain if he does¬ 
n’t pay the price.) 

In the meantime, if you 
are downloading illegal¬ 
ly, the copyright owner 
can have your IP address 
and can ask your Internet 
Service Provider (ISP) to 
stop you. 

After a couple of warn¬ 
ing letters, the ISP will be 
required to terminate 
your service. The awk¬ 
ward bit is that you could 
be entirely innocent. 

A small business could 
lose its service because it 
is being used by an unau¬ 
thorised person for 
downloads. It could hap¬ 
pen to you if you do not 
protect your wireless hub 
from being hi-jacked. 

And here’s the killer; a 
service can be terminated 
if it is the means for 
copyright infringement 
in the past, present or 
likely to be in the future! 

All internet traffic will 
need to be read to estab¬ 
lish present offences, but 
who reads your mind 
about your future inten¬ 
tions? 

The whole model of 
copyright and the reward 
for creation may need re¬ 
thinking. If the rewards 
diminish, so will the pro¬ 
duction and everyone 
will be the poorer. 

Pay a reasonable price 
to the copyright holder. 
Paying nothing is rarely 
reasonable.

events and performance 
space upstairs and a suite 
of multifunctional rooms 
downstairs.

STARTLING EVIDENCE THAT 
THROWS NEW LIGHT ON THE 
UNDERGROUND TUBE CRASH 


UNDERSTANDING 

MOORGATE: 

by Anthony Bright 


THE cause of the 1975 
London Underground 
tube train disaster at 
Moorgate station 
became a mystery 
when the official who 
conducted the 

Government Inquiry 
into the cause of the 
crash concluded, in his 
1976 Railway Accident 
Report on Moorgate 
that: 

the cause of this 
accident lay entirely in 
the behaviour of 
Motorman Newson dur¬ 
ing the final minute 
before the accident 
occurred. 

“Whether his behav¬ 
iour was deliberate, or 
whether it was the result 
of a suddenly arising 
physical condition not 
revealed as a result of 
post-mortem examina¬ 
tion, there is not suffi¬ 
cient evidence to estab¬ 
lish - but I am satisfied 
that no part of the 
responsibility for the 
accident rests with any 
other person and that 
there was no fault or 
condition of the train, 
track, or signalling that 
in any way contributed 
to it”. 

Having been a tube 
train driver at the 
same time of the disas¬ 
ter, I was never happy 
with that conclusion. 

So, a little over two 
years ago, while I was 
reading a book on rail¬ 
way accidents, in 
Penarth library, I 
came across an 
account of Moorgate. 

The account relied 
upon the railway acci¬ 
dent report for its 
source of information 
and offered nothing 
new. 

The cause of 
Moorgate was still a 


mystery. I therefore 
decided to scrutinise 
all the available evi¬ 
dence in an attempt to 
find an actual cause. 

The result of this is 
‘ Understanding 
Moorgate ’, so titled 
because I take the 
reader through the 
workings of the 
Underground system 
as it existed at the time 
of the disaster, in order 
to assist the reader to 
understand the rele¬ 
vance of the evidence 
that was withheld or 
not fully pursued. 

An example is that 
there was nothing 
wrong with the train 
equipment, based on 
the evidence that 
Motorman Newson 
had prepared and 
brought into service 
the train that crashed. 

If he had had any 
concerns he would 
have reported them 
before bringing the 
train into service or, 
when in service, on the 
three trips he drove 
the train to Moorgate 
before the fatal trip. 

Moreover, another 
motorman had driven 
the train on its first 
trip to Moorgate and 
found the train equip¬ 
ment, especially the 
two Ibraking systems, 
to be working normal¬ 
ly- 

The withheld evi¬ 
dence suggests, howev¬ 
er, that the train that 
Newson was driving 
was from an unofficial 
changeover train north 
to Drayton Park and, 
unknown to him, this 


train was overdue in 
being transferred to 
Neasden Depot for 
maintenance and had 
defects on the braking 
systems, including the 
‘deadman’s handle’. 

When Newson drove 
this train for the first 
time to Moorgate it 
crashed. 

Other evidence sug¬ 
gests further impropri¬ 
eties, including a mali¬ 


cious prank affecting 
the braking systems. 
The prank may even 
have caused Newson to 
suffer an epileptic 
seizure. 

Evidence is usually 
withheld to distort the 
truth. Perhaps 

‘Understanding 
Moorgate’ will lead to 
a different conclusion 
in a revised railway 
accident report on the 
tragedy.

Power of Attorney’ 
campaign - to 
encourage all peo¬ 
ple to plan ahead 
and avoid problems 
if they later lose 
mental capacity. 

It means making a 
Lasting Power of 
Attorney (LPA) on the 
new version of the 
forms, which came into 
force in October 2009. 

A Lasting Power of 
Attorney is a legal docu¬ 
ment that enables one 
person to make decisions 
on behalf of another. 

There are two types of 
LPA: financial and wel¬ 
fare. Financial LPAs 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if, 
for example, they are ill 
or disabled and cannot 
act for themselves. 

A welfare LPA 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if 
that person does not 
have the mental capacity 


to act for themselves, for 
example, in the case of a 
severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it 
may be necessary for 
family members to apply 
to the Court of 
Protection for authority. 

This can be a dis¬ 
tressing and lengthy 
process and is far more 
expensive than making 
an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

W HILE 

Hollywood 
seems to 
excel in stories of 
performers plumb¬ 
ing the depths 
before reaching the 
highs, there are 
very few whose 
career, and indeed 
life, trajectory has 
matched that of 
Drew Barrymore. 

Having shone as Gert 
in ET, Barrymore pro¬ 
ceeded to match bad 
career choices with drug 
and alcohol abuse. 

Having got both her 
life and career back on 
track in the mid-90s, 
Barrymore has firmly 
established herself as 
one of the most influen¬ 
tial women in cinema. 

Having taken produc¬ 
tion credits on the likes 
of Charlie’s Angels, 
Donnie Darko and He’s 
Just Not That Into You 
and built up an acting 
resume that balances 
mainstream choices with 
off-kilter material, it 
seemed a given that she 
would turn her attention 
to the director’s chair, 
and her debut outing. 
Whip It, now hits 
screens. 

Ellen Page plays Bliss 
Cavendar, a girl whose 
life in a small Texas 
town consists of beauty 
pageants and working at 
a local diner. When she 
finds a flyer advertising

Given Drew 
Barrymore’s growing 
prominence as a produc¬ 
er, her move behind the

any good at it was a dif¬ 
ferent matter entirely. 

Eortunately for 
Barrymore, and anyone 
who goes to watch Whip 


for the “longest-running 
pop quiz in the world - 
ever!” 

The music featured 
includes all pop music 
from 1950s to current 
releases, and usually 
involves teams trying to 
identify tracks from 
‘snippets’ played. Each 
quiz usually has a picture 
round and trivia ques¬ 
tions. 

New teams are wel¬ 
come (any number in a 
team) If anyone would 
like to take part (or even 
compile a quiz), the quiz 
is held every Tuesday in 
the Park Hotel upstairs

It, she proves to be 
rather adept at the direct¬ 
ing lark, creating an 
enjoyable film high on 
sass and fizz yet with 
enough substance behind 
it to make for a more 
satisfying watch.

the show with his dry 
asides - yet as it is, he 
has to settle for being 
part of what is a 
superbly strong cast with 
nary a poor turn.

every scene. 

Not a huge issue 
when you have the likes 
of The Runaways, The 
Breeders and The Go! 
Team as the background, 
but there are points 
where you want what’s 
on the screen to hold up 
by itself as opposed to 
what is on the sound¬ 
track. 

Despite that. Whip It 
is a hugely entertaining 
film, enjoyable to watch 
with a sharp, realistic 
script that works 
extremely well amd 
bodes well for Drew 
Barrymore’s behind- 
camera future.

TERRITORIAL 
ARMY medics who 
have served in Iraq 
and Afghanistan are 
to be given the 
Freedom of the Vale 
of Glamorgan at a 
ceremony in King 
Square, Barry on 
Saturday (April 17) 
at 11.30am. 

Cardiff-based 203 
Welsh Eield Hospital 
(Volunteers) is the only 
Territorial Army medical 
unit in Wales, and its per¬ 
sonnel are all part-time 
volunteers. 

Known as ‘The Welsh 
Medics,’ they recruit 
from across Wales, and 
the council has unani¬ 
mously agreed to grant 
them the honour in 
recognition of their 
invaluable work in sav¬ 
ing lives. 

They recruit health¬ 
care professionals from 
all disciplines, for exam¬ 
ple, doctors, nurses, para¬ 
medics, radiographers, 
physios, biomedical sci¬ 
entists, dentists, dental 
nurses, pharmacy techni¬ 
cians, pharmacists and 
health care support work¬ 
ers. 

Tracing its roots back 
to the Eirst World War, 
the hospital is based in 
Cardiff, with detach¬ 
ments in Swansea, 
Crickhowell and 

Llandudno. In recent 
times, it has deployed 


personnel in support of 
operations abroad during 
the Gulf wars, the 
Balkans and ongoing 
operations in Iraq and 
Afghanistan to continue 
its close bonds with the 
Regular Army medical 
services. 

The Ereedom, which is 
the highest tribute a 
county borough council 
can bestow, is a long¬ 
standing tradition where¬ 
by public recognition is 
given to individuals 
and/or organisations as 
an expression of the high 
esteem in which they are 
held both by the council 
in the area and its people. 

In being given the 
honour in the Vale, the 
medics follow in the dis¬ 
tinguished footsteps of 
the Merchant Navy 
Association (Wales), The 
Welsh Guards and The 
Royal Welsh. 

King Square, Barry, 
will be the venue for the 
ceremony on Saturday, 
17 April, when Vale 
Mayor Coun Emlyn 
Williams will present a 
special scroll to the unit’s 
Commanding Officer, 
Col Kevin Davies. 

Eollowing the ceremo¬ 
ny, the unit, preceded by 
The Band of the Royal 
Welsh and accompanied 
by a police motorcycle 
outrider and two police 
horses and riders, will 
parade through the town 
to the Barry Leisure 


Centre. During the cere¬ 
mony, Coun Williams 
and HM Lord Lieutenant 
for South Glamorgan, Dr 
Peter Beck, will present 
medals to unit members 
for service in 
Afghanistan. 

Coun Williams said: “I 
am delighted that we are 
able to recognise the unit 
and the valuable work 
they’re doing both at 
home and abroad.
